WASHINGTON (AP) - The

ask bankers to continue making 
loans to college students despite 
the failure of Congress to revive 
a government-backed program 
before starting a three-week va- 
cation.

Each bill 
specifies the new ceiling would 
be retroactive to all loans made 
after Aug. 15, 


Officials in the Office of Edu- 


cation's insured loan division 
have estimated that upwards of 
220,000 students may be denied 
loans this year if the ceiling 
isn't raised from the current 7 
per cent, The interest rate for 
prime borrowers is a record ff/g 
per cent. 


"The upshot is that thousands 


of kids ... may not be able to 
go to college this fall because 
they can't get loans," one feder- 
al loan official said. 


"These kids can't be put in 


the deep freeze like other gov- 
ernment projects," he added. 
"We're getting thousands of let- 
ters from students who can't get 
loans." 


A further complication came 


when 
the 
Senate 
added 
an 


amendment to its bill that would 
prohibit banks from requiring a 
student or his family to have an 
account as a condition for a 
loan, the official said.

In today's hand the late 


Louis Watson may have set 
some sort of record for re- 
fusing to take tricks. 


The play started simply 


enough. South won the first 
spade, led the jack of dia- 
monds and let it ride. Nat- 
urally, Louis did not produce 
his king. South played a sec- 
ond diamond to dummy's 
queen. He wasn't looking at 
the king in Louis' hand. So 
Louis had that first trick 
back. 
He led the jack of clubs. 
South won with the queen 
and could find no better line 
of play than to continue with 
the ace and eight. At this 
point most p e o p l e would 
have happily cashed three 
club tricks but Louis remem- 
bered Vergil's advice: "To 
fear the Greeks who come 
b e a r i n g gifts." Not that 
South was a Greek. Merely 
that Louis had extended that 
advice to i n c l u d e bridge 
players. 


Louis realized that if he 


took those club t r i c k s he 
would have to let dummy 
gain the lead and S o u t h 
would make the rest. There- 
fore Louis had s a v e d his 
deuce of clubs by dropping a 
higher club under 
South's 


ace. He took just one high 
club and then threw South 
back in with that deuce. 


South's next play was the 


eight of hearts. The normal 
play would be to rise with 
dummy's queen but South 
had noted Louis' amazing 
club play. Unless Louis held 
the heart king, he w o u l d 
simply have taken his three 
clubs and led a heart. There- 
fore a low heart was played 
from dummy. 


This gave Louis his rec- 


ord. He refused to win that 
trick also. Now South was 
stone cold dead. He tried the 
desperation play of ace and 
another heart. Now Louis 
collected two hearts and his 
last club; thereby 
getting 


back all the tricks he had 
refused plus the setting trick 
for interest.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Need Good Ventilation 
If Inhaling Freon Fumes 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I have been working in 


a plant where the fumes 
from freon are constantly 
present because of inade- 
quate ventilation. At night I 
feel exhausted and have a 
headache. Could these symp- 
toms be c a u s e d by the 
fumes? 


A—A11 h o u g h freon 
is 


harmless except in very high 
concentration, adequate ven- 
tilation is essential if the 
exposure is prolonged. The 
symptoms of freon poison- 
ing include headache, fatigue 
and dizziness. ^ 


Q—Is there any danger 


from i n h a l i n g moth ball 
fumes? 


A—Prolonged inhalation of 


a high concentration of the 
fumes of naphthalene moth 
balls may cause headache 
and nausea. In some overly 
sensitive persons, 
handling 


the crystals may cause skin 
irritation. These moth balls 
have g e n e r a l l y been re- 
placed by paradichloroben- 
zene crystals. These may

sion has got "freedom of in* 
formation" turned around a 


bit. By the FTC's reasoning, Con* 
gress has passed an "inform* 
ation of freedom" act. 


Rep, John E, Moss of Califor- 


nia, chief sponsor of the act, 
has called attention to the FTC's 
failure to carry out the will of 
Congress, The law is designed 
to provide easier 
access to 


government records. But while 
the law provides that all govern- 
ment records are open unless 
specifically exempted from dis- 
closure, the FTC says in effect 
that everything is confidentail un- 
less specifically declared public. 


The FTC has responded to 


criticism from Moss by offer- 
ing some changes in its regu- 
lations. One would drop the re- 
quirement that a person's writ- 
ten application for FTC informa- 
tion be made "under oath." An- 
other would remove the words 
"upon good cause shown" from 
the commission's rules on pro- 
ducing records. 


Congressman Moss is serving 


the useful purpose of needling 
and prodding federal agencies 
that chose to give the FOI law 
the backs of their hands. He 
has shown good cause why the 
FTC, for one, should be con- 
sidered guilty until proved in- 
nocent of failing to carry out 
the letter and spirit of the law.

The death toll last week was 


the lowest since the week that 
ended Aug. 12, 1967, when 82

It was also the first time this

The pre- 
viousl969 low was in the week 
ending of Dec. 29-Jan. 4, when 
101 Americans were killed. 


The South Vietnamese govern-

While the total of American

The 452-page manuscript is- 


sued today by the Agriculture 
Department sets forth detailed 
proposals for carrying out the 
act.

All meat sold in interstate 


commerce—about 85 per cent 
consumed in the country—now 
is federally inspected. But the 
department estimates there are 
about 15,uOO meat plants doing 
business entirely within states 
lines and not subject to federal 
inspection.

Steinmetz said one of the ma*

"Under the old law," Stein- 


metz said, "our ability to act on 
meat and meat products largely 
was confined to the premises of 


plants. Now we have the author- 
ity to detain and seize meat out* 
side the plants." 


Another important provision, 


Steinmetz said, involves stricter 
control over rendering works 
and similar plants which deal in 
dead livestock used for inedible 
products.

Smoked turkey is special barbecue treat.

Smoked turkey makes an 


oiit-of-thc-ordinary treat for 
holiday parlies. A covered 
or uncovered barbecue unit 
makes c o o k i n g outdoors 


easier for this technique of 
slow roasting with a small 
amount of flavorful smoke 
adding a special flavor. It 
takes about twice as long as 
roasting a turkey in an oven 
but little trouble. 


If a grill doesn't have a 


cover, make one with Wire 
coat hangers covered with 
heavy-duty aluminum 
foil.

Lift cover and brush with 
the herb-cider-salad oil mix- 
ture once or twice. Add 3 or 
4 damp hickory chips to the 
fire when first started, about 
halfway through the cook- 
ing and toward the end. Add 
additional briquets as needed 
for slow fire—once or twice. 


The turkey is done when 


the second joint moves easily 
and breast meat is soft to 
the touch. A meat thermom- 
eter inserted in the thickest 
part of the thigh should 
read 190 degrees.
